The report shows that the 
number of casualties on railroads dur­ 
ing that quarterly period were 23.- 
063, including 1,339 killed and 21,724 
Injured. 
This is an increase of 167 
In the number killed and 3,056 in the 
number injured as compared with the 
corresponding period of 1906. 
Collisions and derailments iii the 
quarter numbered 4,279, including 2,- 
245 collisions and 2,034 derailments, 
of which 320 collisions and 222 derail­ 
ments affected passenger trains. The 
damage to cars, engines and roadway 
by these accidents amounted to $3,- 
605,696.

He then discusses the pres­ 
ent currency, deploring

“ It Is wrong In principle and would 
not float except for the guarantee of 
Uncle Sam. and lie. out of the kindness 
of his heart, pays the bank 2 per cent 
interest upon honds deposited for the 
privilege of going gf>od for the hank's 
notes. 
PractlcuIIy all th a t a national 
I tank now does In the way of issuing 
these notes is for the president and 
cashier to sign them, and this Is more 
often done with a stam p than other­ 
wise, 
“ At tills time we are w itness to the 
fact that our governm ent is issuing 
many millions of honds to l*e used In 
aiding the national hanks to secure 
circulation and not for tlie legitimate

“ Any pa per currency not protected 
by a good coin reserve or guaranteed 
directly or indirectly by a governm ent 
meets with little or no favor.

own country we have a currency to 
the am ount of $;150,000.000 issued di­ 
rectly by the governm ent.

w as a disposition on the part of tin* 
governm ent to redeem this paper m on­ 
ey on dem and ih coin it w as badly de­ 
preciated. 
L ater on. when there was 
a doubt In the minds of the people as 
to whether the holder of the currency 
was to get gold or silver when the pa­ 
llet* was presented, cam e the ‘endless 
chain,’ which 
nearly 
exhausted 
the 
gold 
lu the 
United 
States treasury 
and would probably have done so if 
the president bad not issued bonds to 
protect the reserve. 
As soon as this j 
w as done and it became know n that 
the currency would lie redeemed in as 
good coin as used by any nation on 
earth the trouble ceased, and no one 
has since doubted the value of our 
legal tender notes. 
“Such being the case, why not en­ 
large upon the proposition and by so 
doing simplify our paper money and 
place it beyond the realm of politicsV 
“ Have a board of commissioners or 
governors, appointed by the president 
and confirmed by the senate, of not 
less than nine or more than tit teen 
men who by experience in a financial 
way are qualified to fill a tru st of 
great responsibility, men who will in 
no way be identified with tiie different 
banking interests of tin* country and 
will therefore be entirely independent 
in their actions, to hold their positions 
for life and to be paid salaries such as 
tin* responsibility and dignity of such 
positions are worth, placing them, as 
| arc our judges of the suprem e court, 
above reproach; m ake the secretary of 
the treasury au ex officio m em ber of 
this body: place in charge of this botlv 
of governors or commissioners our eu- 
tire treasury system , giving them pow­ 
er to is s u e governm ent notes, baeked 
by a coin reserve of not less than 4° 
per cent; refund tin* legal tenders and 
treasury notes Into a new form of gov­ 
ernm ent note: refund the national bank 
notes Into governm ent notes of like 
character; take the gold and silver cer- i 
titlcates and do likew ise. 
To do all of 
this and procure tin* necessary coin for 
reserve it may be necessary to issue 
United States bonds to quite an ex­ 
tent. possibly $400,000,000, but as some 
$000,000.000 will be surrendered by the 
banks the bond issue will be reduced 
about $200.000,000. 
The ultim ate sav­ 
ing to the governm ent will be a large ( 
sum of money. 
The coin purchases 
will be naturally from the banks, as , 
they will have no fu rth er use for coin 
except for export, and it can then be 
procured on dem and by the presenta­ 
tion of governm ent notes or by the 
presentation of securities, the kind of 
which we will mention later. 
“One m ight inquire, ‘W hat is m eant 
by the word “coin?” ’ 
it may be said 
that coin should be construed to mean 
gold only, th a t gold is the only true 
measure of value and that everything 
‘ should be m easured by the gold sta n d ­ 
ard. 
W e would not depart from that 
standard; neither would we wholly ig 
j notv silver. 
“Consolidating the gold and silver 
coined and in use in four of the most 
progressive nations of the world—-vis. 
i the United States, G ermany. France 
| and the United Kingdom—we find that 
I silver Is used to the extent of 24*4 IH‘r 
I cent of the whole. To do aw ay with 
! tit is metal as a part of our circulation 
or as a p a rt of our reserve would be a 


wove In the wrong direction snd tend 
to disarrange values to a greRt extent. 
Therefore as substantially 25 per cent 
of the coin held by four of the leading 
nations of the world Is silver, we con­ 
tend that our reserve should l»e held 75 
l>er cent in gold and 25 |M»r cent in all 
ver. T hat coin Is l>oth gold and silver 
“Thus far we have procured then 
retlcally a uniform currency, protected 
by a coin reserve. How a Unit Its flexi­ 
bility? How are we to issue new cur­ 
rency or w ithdraw the old as required? 
"The stock of money In the United 
States is som ething over $3.000.000,000. 
Of this sum $2.250,000,000 Is in coin or 
coin certificate*, and of the coin $L- 
600.000,000 ia In gold and some $700, 
000,000 Is In silver. $350.000.000 Is In 
legal tender notes nnd over $500.000, 
(MX) Is in national bank notes. 
All of 
the above shodkl i*e converted into a 
new form of governm ent note, except 
lug the 40 per cent reserve to lie held 
lu the treasury. t*eing practically the 
percentage of reserve now lit»HI by the 
banks and the treasury. Tilts could tie 
done w ithout the least possible frlc 
tlo'i or disturbance and w ithout the 
expansion or contraction of a single 
dollar. 
“To increase tlit» am ount the govern­ 
ment could 
authorize the 
hanks or 
others 
to deposit 
securities 
against 
which notes could lie issued. Ball road 
bonds and bonds of other corporations 
which are subject to great deprecia­ 
tion and appreciation should not be 
used as such security, but the class of 
bonds so deposited should Ik» of a pub­ 
lic character, such as municipal, coun­ 
ty and stMte. all to be carefully select­ 
ed with a good margin of security, 
subject to a graduated tax as the cir­ 
cum stances 
w arrant, 
forcing 
their 
w ithdraw al when no longer needed. 
Public securities could lie lodged in 
advance with the governors or com­ 
missioners that they could Is* availa­ 
ble as security for circulation at a I 
most a m om ent's notice. 
• To avoid an accum ulation of funds 
in the treasury In excess of Hie amount 
required for the reserve and a w orking 
balance, deposit any surplus In nation­ 
al banks under the directions of the 
governors or commissioners, taking as 
security tlie sam e class of bonds as 
would lie acceptable for ail emergency 
circulation. T he governors or commis­ 
sioners should tix a rate of interest to 
be paid 
u p o n such deposits so th a t 
whenever there Is a redundance of 
money the bank. In order to stop the 
paym ent of interest, eould turn the de­ 
posits into the treasury, where they 
could I>e held until again needed. 
Its 
a c tio n would be entirely autom atic. 
“ The process outlined above would 
enhance the value of all classes of 
bonds issued by the people, lower the

would l*e a healthful stim ulus to the 
development of all public works. 
“Our aim lias been to form ulate a 
plan whereby the currency of our coun­ 
try can is» placed beyond the realm of 
politics, out of tlie reach of men who 
might m anipulate it for private ends, 
to give a uniform and flexible circu­ 
lating medium with a percentage of 
coin reserve larger than alm ost hny 
other nation and backed by the Hod 
given resources of a country unequal­ 
ed In the history of man. the develop­ 
ment of which is still in its infancy.”

Com pelled to Resort to Draetic itfleas 


ures to Disperse Rioters, W h o Threw 


B rick s at the Policemen and Injured 


Som e of Them. 


Berlin. Jan. 22.— Serious rioting oc 
curred in the vicinity of the reioh 
stag building, w here the Socialists' 
interpellation regarding the P ru ssian 
suffrage 
system 
was 
schedtiled 
to 
come up 
b o n f 2,000 persons, mostly 
unemployed men and half-grown boys, 
m arched through the streets intending 
t* reach the reichstag, but found the 
bridges over the Spree strongly ocru 
pied by police, who soon sum m oned 
s mounted division to s s s l s t in dis­ 
persing the crowd. 
T h e crowd 
then 
assembled 
at 
a 
point nearest the reichstag building 
on the opposite bank of the river, 
from which they kept up prolonged 
hooting. 
T he police attem pted to dis­ 
perse the dem onstrators by pushing 
them along and driving them into the 
slue si reel s. 
When a part of the mob 
reached the new opera house now 
under 
coui -e 
of 
construction 
they 
found piles of bricks and they began 
to hurl brick* at the police, who there 
upon drew their sabers, striking here 
and th e re among th e rioters with the 
flat of t lie blade. 
A boy flred a pistol, 
the bullet striking a policeman, but 
not seriously injuring him. 
W orkmen 
in the upper stories of the th eater 
th rew brick bats down upon the po 
ll«t. who In turn charged savagely up­ 
on tliose of the rioters that they could 
reach. 


Many of th e R i o t e n Wounded. 


A Her the fight a large num ber of 
the rioters w ere unable to move, hav­ 
ing been too severely 
wounded 
by 
the officers. 
Sixteen of them 
were 
enrried to a near-by charity hospital 
and many otiters managed to m ake 
th eir way th ere with some assistance 
to have their wounds treated. 
Extra 
surgeons had to be summoned to as­ 
sist 
in the work. 
Some of the in­ 
jured m en and boys are In a serious 
condition. 
They 
were 
cut 
mainly 
about the head and arms, but several 
of them had 
been stabbed through 
the chest. 
T hose who were least se­ 
riously injured m ade their escape to 
other q u a r’ers. 
Ten jjolicemen went to headquarters 
for treatm en t, having been bruised 
and cut hv bricks and stones. 
One 
had a wrist broken. 
T he j>oli< e made 
only a few* arrests, as they were un­ 
able to spare the men to take prison­ 
ers to ibe stations. 
Later another dem onstration occur­ 
red in K oenlggraetzer, about a mil** 
distant 
from the reichstag building, 
w h ere ahout 500 persons started se 
rious rioting. 
Before they succeeded 
in doing much damage, however, the 
l*olice th ere w ere reinforced stro ng­ 
ly. 
T hey m ade several arrests and 
dispersed the crowd. 
From estim ates made at a num ber 
of m eetings of the unemployed it ap- 
pears that there a t“ about 00,000 men 
without work in Berlin.

before setting fire to the barn.

out to flebt th e flames.
